The activity of the stock was at- 
tributed more to speculation than tc 
the company’s current earnings 
Net income during the quarter 
ended September 30 was $622,851, 
against. $1,282,290 in the same perioc 
of the previous year. Net for the 
first nine months was $2,177,417, as 
compared with $3,896,141 in the first 
nine months of 1926. Earnings for 
the nine months were equ ivalent to 
$1.58 a share. against $3. 37 I last year.

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The Farmers Will Have Money 


HE farmers will have money next year; more than they 

have had over a considerable period. The November 1 
report of the Department of Agriculture makes this evident. 
The Bureau of Agricultural Economics of that department 
finds that the purchasing power of farm products in terms 
of non-farm products was 92 for September, as compared 
with 88 in August, the 1909-1914 period being used as the 
base of 100. 

“Conditions in general,” says the report, “are rather 
reversed from last year. The cotton belt, the northern wheat 
belt, the cattle states, the northwestern apple districts are 
all in better shape.” The bureau attributes to cotton and 
corn the principal role in producing this condition of stabili- 
zation. The cotton crop this year is about one third smaller 
than last year’s yield and the prices are more than one- 
third higher. The cotton crop should sell this year for about 
$200,000,000 more than last year’s. Corn is giving about an 
average yield, and prices are not entirely satisfactory to the 
cash seller, but most of the corn is sold in the shape of ani- 
mal products after it has been used to fatten the cattle, and 
here the prices realized are better. Cattle are bringing from 
$12 to $50 more than a year ago, and the profit on the corn 
crop is going to accrue through this channel. 

At any rate the farmers this year are pretty 
nearly on a parity with the industrialists in the pur- 
chasing power accruing from the sale of their prod- 
ucts. There is going to be a surplus of money in the 
farming districts, and much of this surplus is going to 
be invested in automotive equipment. 


Ditties Mend on Bebber 


AILURE of the British Colonial Office to revise the 
rubber restrictions was a surprise to many people both 
in England and in this country. Rubber traders generally 
had had a “hunch” that the restrictions would be tightened 
and that the price of crude rubber would be advanced auto- 
matically. The result was that rubber sold off heavily when 
the formal announcement was made. It recovered promptly, 
however, and is now about at the level maintained before the | 
ruling was made public. 

The Colonial Office reserves the right to change the 
restrictions on February 1, 1928, and again the traders are 
confident that a tightening up of the act will come to pass 
at that time. In our opinion the British authorities have 
been forced to accept the understanding that the act will not 
do what it was intended to accomplish. The real effect of 
the restriction act is to be noted not in stabilized prices for 
the British rubber growers, but in the comprehensive de- 
velopment of rubber-growing facilities by American organi- 
zations in many parts of the world. It may be noted by the 
increasing planting of rubber by the Dutch colonists in the 
East Indies. We miss our guess if the British colonial

HANDLING COSTS 
ADD TO OVERHEAD 


Dodge Routing System

ETROIT, Nov. 4.—One factor 
which plays an important 
part in determining what the re- 
tail selling price of an automobile 
shall be is the cost of handling 
within the plant the various raw 
materials and semi-manufactured 
products that are used in build- 
ing the car. If a factory does not 
handle the various materials in 
the most efficient way additional 
labor costs and often delays to 
production result, with an accom- 
panying larger total cost of man- 
ufacture. 

Dodge Brothers, Inc., has been 

successful in establishing 

efficient . methods of 

they enter 

| the plants, says the following state- 
| ment by the company :— 

“From the railroads’ main lines 
there are twenty-three railroad 
tracks leading into Dodge Broth- 
ers works to bring in the raw ma- 
terials for manufacture and to 
ship out the finished automobiles. 
These tracks have been located 
with a view of disposing of the 
incoming materials exactly where 
they can be most advantageously 
put ino the various production 
processes and where they will be 
handy to the shipping depart- 
ment at the end of the assembly 
line. 

“Each day there is handled on 
the average 150 cars of incoming 
freight and over 300 loaded cars of 
outgoing freight. These would 
make one train nearly four miles 
long every day in the year and to 
handle this immense traffic twelve 
miles of standard gauge track have 
been built within the works. 

“A large force of traffic experts 
are kept busy the year around to

things huge unloading docks have 
been built at each building. Some 
| of these are as long as 1,700 feet and 
|are equipped with overhead cranes 
jand other devices to unload as 
quickly and as cheaply as possible. 

A large fleet of gasoline motor trucks 
| are owned and operated by Dodge 
| Brothers to bring in and transport 
| materials whenever the use of trucks 
| is more economical than railroad 
facilities. 

“Within the plants is a modern 
industrial railroad with four miles 
of track and fourteen locomotives
